Harris cited programs in the 


department, adding that "at 
this time, it is impossible to 
pinpoint any one of the new 
programs, developed within the 
police department, as being 
significant in the.decroase . . . 
." He felt all the programs have 
been effective, and said:

"Withicurrent and up-to-date 


records of crime data, which 
accurately pinpoint the day of 
the week, hour of the day and 
the approximate location of 
criminal activity, we can effec- 
tively realign our officers and 
place them and the proper 
equipment correctly. 


"Another program, which is 


very effective, is the special pa- 
trols that work the 'hot spots.' 
This includes the Territorial 
Patrol, 
Hall 
Park 
Patrol, 


Business Patrol, and the Beach 
Patrol. We also have a patrol 
that checks the homes of elderly 
citizens lo assure their welfare 
and safety. 


"One other program is the 


Crime Prevention Unit. This 
unit has some 20 sub programs. 
The unit has made a tremen- 
dous effort of involving the 
public in the program. The 
public is made aware of the 
problems of crime in their 
community and are partidpal- 
ing in programs to help solve 
these problems." 


Harris also commended the 


department's officers for "their 
fine work and efforts toward 
those programs."

estimated 250 legislators, stale workers and sightseers from the 
State Capitol Monday. 


The threat emptied the 98-year-old Capitol and the Mutual 


Building across the street, where legislative offices arc located, 
for about45 minutes on orders of State Police and security guards. 


Stale Rep. Charlie Harrison, D-Pontlac, said his secretary 


received the phone call shortly after 2 p.m. and a male voice "said 
something about money for the Pontiac Stadium, we're not sure 
what," Harrison said. 


The voice said a bomb was scheduled to ex' lode in the Capitol at 


3:15 p.m., Harrison said. 


Police ordered the building evacuated at 3 p.m. and sounded the 


"all clear" at 3:45 p.m.

Prison Chief Sees 'Crisis9 Ahead

Perry Johnson says there is "no 
possible way" lo avoid crisis in 
Michigan's 
prison 'system 


unless new facilities arc built to 
reduce overcrowding. 


Johnson 
says 
the space 


problem could case slightly by 
next fall if the department gets 
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all the new space it is seeking. 


Even so, at the present rale of 


inmate population growth Ihc 
real space crunch will hil in 
mid-1977, Johnson says. 


Johnson, 44, a genial 6-foot-,'! 


former warden whose glasses 
give him an accountant's look, 
says he's reluctant to talk about 
the kind of crisis that could 
arise. 


"The trouble with continually 


talking about the danger is that 
it will become a self-fulfilling 
prophecy," he said. "The in- 
mates read the same news- 
papers you and I do." 


Johnson is caughl in a whirl of 


pressures: Hardening citizen 
attitudes toward criminals, ris- 
ing inmate demands for better 
conditions, and prison guard 
demands for more security in 
the wake of several alleged 
beatings and a guard death last 
year. 


He says he's done everything 


possible within very tight bud- 
get limitations to promote 
programs that will lead to' 
rehabilitation of prison inmates. 
Ashed once why prisoncis were 
allowed to haw teteviston sWs, 
Johnson said: 


"The living conditions of 


prisoners need to be consistent 
with the standards of society at 
large...If television is part of 
our 
culture 
loday, 
then 


prisoners should have an op- 
poriunily to watch television." 


Johnson, who was warden at 


Southern Michigan Prison at 
Jackson from 1970 to 19?,! when 
he became corrections director, 
says public attention focuses on 
the wrong aspects of the prison 
problem. 


"A

problem up to a full-scale riot — 
is something the public relates 
lo. But crowded living condi- 
tions and our inability to 
provide 
programs 
to

prisoners, the public cannot 
relate to," he said.

ing. For the first five months in '74 the 
company lost $33.1 million. The loss 
has increased to $50.3 million inline 
same period for this year. 


Ironically the Tehran analysis called 


attention to higher fuel costs as a 
substantial contributor to the red ink. 


The Shah is one of the few enligh- 


tened monarchs left in politics. Most 
absolutist 
governments, 
whatever 


their philosophical nature* conduct 
themselves on the "we first, the - 
people next" principle. While the Shah 
sees to it that upstarts do not rock his 
throne, he is'pushing strongly on a 
higher living standard for his subjects 
and an economy that can stand on its 


. own feet whfen the oil wells run out. 


To that end he is investing Iranian . 


money in foreign enterprises. The la- 
test venture was to buy a quarter 
interest in the steel-making division of 
West Germany's Krupp industrial 
complex: Krupp needed working 
capital. The Shah is determined'to 
create a steel center in his country. It 
was a trade of money for technological 
expertise.

In announcing the second look at the 


Pan Am venture, his ministers 
explained they wonder if the U.S. 
airline can help Iran develop its own 
flagship fleet.

be a reversal of what already has been 
intimated, but the term itself connotes 
a backing away. .

All Three Sitting In Same 
Driver's Seat, U.S. Claims 


'•'. Remember those ads for the Avis 
Rent A Car company? "We're only No. 
2; we try harder," the underdog 
proclaimed. Well, if recent Federal 
Trade Commission (FTC) allegations 
against the company are true, Avis 
hasn't been competing with No. 1 
Hertz at all. In fact, all three of the 
nation's largest car rental companies 
have been sitting in the same driver's 
seat. 


In June the FTC charged the Hertz, 


Ayis and National car rental com- 
panies with monopolizing, the business 
at airports and conspiring to fix 
prices, at least since 1968. According 
to the FTC antitrust complaint, the 
three companies controlled 96 per cent 
of airport rent-a-car services during 
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1973. In addition, the companies were 
accused of participating 
in anti- 


competitive advertising deals with 
Ford Motor Co., Chrysler and General 
Motors. 


The FTC action is in keeping with 


the Ford administration's call for 
increased competition in industry. "I 
am determined to return to the 
vigorous enforcement of antitrust 
laws," the President told Congress 
last fall. The lawmakers responded to 
Ford's request for an increase in 
penalties for antitrust violations by 
approving the Antitrust Procedures 
and Penalties Act in December. The 
new law raised the maximum penalty 
in antitrust criminal cases from one 
year's imprisonment to three and 
raised the limit on fines in civil cases. 
Currently, Congress is considering the 
Antitrust Improvement Act, which its 
sponsors describe as a major overhaul 
of the nation's antitrust laws. 


One of the most famous antitrust 


cases in recent years was the one 
against International Telephone and 
Telegraph Corp. (ITT), which was 
settled out of court in 1971. The cor- 
poration was allowed to keep the 
Hartford Fire Insurance in return for 
divesting itself of several operations, 
including Avis Rent A Car. Ten 
shareholder suits resulted from that 
settlement. 


They charge, among other things, 


that ITT's stock price was inflated 
because the company withheld impor- 
tant information during the 1971 nego- 
tiations. A hearing on a proposed $3.7 
million settlement to resolve the suits 
is scheduled for Wednesday, July 30. 
That is the same day Hertz, Avis and 
National are scheduled to appear at a 
hearing in Washington concerning 
their case.

Yet the 
efforts of Congress and of 
President Ford lo slraighten out 
the agencies dealing with those 
in desperate need of work have 
been pitifully inept. 


New government • sponsored 


studies pinpoint the problems: 


In employment offices in one 


slate and another, the average 
man and woman looking for a 
job is trealed routinely with lit- 
tle or no attention paid to per- 
sonal abilities — and no attempt 
to place an applicant where best 
qualified. 


The applicants arc numbers, 


not people. Job openings are' 
funnels into which to pour the 
job 
seekers. 
Never 
mind 


whether they fit. Never mind 
whether they get a job. It's the 
number of referrals that counts. 


Likewise,there's often little 


attempt to determine what an 
employer's needs are — and lit- 
tle effort to send him the person 
who 
will 
dp best. 
Many 


employment officials seem lo 
have little knowledge of the 
qualifications required for the 
opening they're sending the 
applicant lo.'or what Ihe duties 
are. The applicant may thus 
spend his days going from one 
employer to another with little 
hope of success. With little 
orientation, and not knowing 
what the employer expects, he 
has little chance of landing a job 
or of lasting long if he is 
employed. 


There apparently is little at- 


tempt to screen those looking, 
for work to see if they're 
interested or'merely going 
through Ihc motions-in, order to 
collect 
unemployment 


payments. All tin frequcnlly, 
applicants do not report to the 
employer at all. In'a high per- 
centage of cases, .when .hind, 
they don't stay on the job. ? 


As if -all the above were not 


enough, the employment of- 
ficials, 
of 
the 
inflexible 


guidelines they live by. 


With all this, the applicant's 


time is wasted. The employer's, 
time is wasted. And the tax- 
payer's money is wasted. 


These studies, it should be 


noted, offer a great many 
recommendations. Mosl miss 
the point. The real question is- 
not better organization, money 
or management. It is simply 
how does the government do 


'about 
encouraging 
.a 


bureaucracy, which deals with 


;, huge numbers of people looking 


for jobs, to consider each mjan 
and woman as a person?. How 
does a government instill em- 
pathy tor people in its official?? 


The other day I called an\of- 


': ficial who thought I was apply- 


ing for some government assis- 
tance or other. She was snippy, 
sarcastic, dealing with me us 
though I were a school child. 
telling me what I was to do and 
when and how in a most con- 
descending way, down to the 
last petty bureaucratic detail. 


Most of what she "required" 


me to do was a waste, a sub-' 
mission of odds and ends of 
papers of no use for any purpose 
except filling filing cabinets, 
and quite unrelated to what she 
thought I was applying for. Her 
whole attitude changed when 
she discovered I-was not in 
need, not a supplicant after all. 


I submit this is intolerable. •

the cars were to be picked up at 
a dealership In Troy.

PSC Approves Interim Rate 


Increases During Probes 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - The 


state Public Service Commis- 
sion

procedures for granting interim 
rate hikes for utilities while 
their full rate increase requests 
are pending. 


The new rules, approved on a 


2-1 vote along party lines Mon- 
day, 
require a company lo 


present evidence specifically lo 
support its request for interim 
relief while the full case is 
under consideration. 


The evidence may be cross- 


examined by the PSC staff and 
any persons intervening in the 
case. Intervcnors also may 
present evidence on the matter. 


Previously, the company's 


entire case was presented 
before interim relief was grant- 
ed, and the question of in- 
tervenors' 
rights 
was 
nut 


clearly spelled out. 


Commission 
Chairman 


William Rosenberg and Com- 
missioner Lcnton Sculthorp, 
both Republicans, voted for the 
new rules, while Democratic

The PSC, in a statement, said 


that interim relief is not usually 
a factor in decisions on major

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Area Jobless Rate 'Taper-Off9 Due In Fall

An economic analyst tor the Michigan Employment Security 


commission (MESC) has predicted that unemployment rates for 
southwestern Michigan should remain quite high throughout the 
summer months, but should taper off in the fall 


Unemployment rates for Bcrricn, Cass, Van Buren and Allcgan 


counties peaked in either March or April, but showed a decline in 
May Bob Sherer, economic analyst with the MESC main office in 
Detroit, said slight increases for the four counties, as well as the 
state, could bo expected during the summer months due to the 
summer job market, but the unemployment rate should start to 
drop in (he fall 


In May, 1975, Bcrrien county's unemployment rate was 15 5 per 


cent as 12,000 of the county's 77,400 total labor force was 
•unemployed, according to MESC figures. Cass county had 2,750 of 
its 19,950 labor force or 13.8 per cent unemployed; Van Huron 
county 3,175 of its 25,825 total labor force or 12.3 per cent 
unemployed; and Allcgan county 3,700 of its 32,550 total labor force' 
or 11.4 per cent unemployed. 


However, the May unemployment ligures for the four counties 


showed a drop from April and March 1 statistics, when Berrien's 
unemployment rale was 17.2 per cent In April, Cass 18.5 per cent 
in March, Van Buren 12.7 in April, and Allegan 12.8 in March. 


As a comparison, figures supplied by Sherer, showed that for the 


year 1970, the average monthly unemployment rate for Berrien 
was 5.1 per cent (3,f>00 out of 70,200 were unemployed); Cass, 4.9 


per cent (875 out of 17,775); Van Buren, K5 per cent (1,425 out of 
22,050); Allegan, 5.4 per cent (1,425 out of 26,550). 


Sherer said that unemployment rates for the counties started to 


climb in 1974 and continued to rise until the March-April period of 
1975. Peak unemployment month in 1974 for all four counties was 
December, when Berrien's rate was il.'l per cent, Cass 10.3 per 
cent, and Van Buren and Allegan, 8.7 per cent. 


In a study conducted by Dr. David Verway, research associate 


professor at Michigan State university^ published in the March- 
April issue of the Michigan State Economic Record, comparing 
changes in unemployment conditions in Michigan's 61 labor 
market areas from 1973 to present, Dr. Verway predicted the 
average monthly unemployment rate for 1975 in Berrien county 
would be 11.7 per cent, Cass county 14.1 per cent, Allegan county 


10.5 per cent. Van Buren county is included in the Kalamazoo-: 
Portage labor market area, which Verway predicted would have 
an average monthly unemployment rate of 9.1 per cent in 1975. 


Vcrway's study based on data supplied by the MESC, lend sup-: 


port to Shcrer's prediction that the unemployment rales for the 
four counties should decline in (he fall. 


Dr. Verway's study showed Cass county from the first quarter of 


1973 to the first quarter of 1975, had the biggest loss in civilian 
employment in the slate, 15 per cent. Bcrrien county had a six per 
cent loss for the same period and Allegan county's was negligible, 
(zero per cent). The Kalamazoo-Portage labor market area, 
including Van Buren county showed a four per cent gain in civilian 
employment. Michigan as a whole showed a two per cent loss inj 
civilian employment for the same period.

CALI, Colombia (AP) - To a 


bartender, water should be 32 
degrees, to a scientist water 
should be H20, but to a 
swimmer water should be fast 
— real fast. 


That's how the Americans 


describe the water at the Pan 
American pool, site of today's 
opening swimming competition 
at the second World Aquatics 
Championships. And the rule of 
thumb has been that when the 
water is fast at ah international 
competition, records will fall 
like flies in Call's tropical heat. 


"It's a real fast pool," said 


Bruce Furniss, world record 
bolder in today's 200-meter 
freestyle, one of five scheduled 
swimming events. "The deeper 
the water, the less turbulence 
and in this pool the water is 
plenty deep. The walls are well 
marked, they're easy lo sec and 
they're not slippery.

Berrien Pressing Penn Central

The Berrien County Road 


commission has asked the 


Michigan Public Service com- 
mission to take steps toward 
ordering the Penn Central 
railroad to build a new crossing 


and signal system on Napier 
avenue. 


Tom Webb, road commission 


engineer-manager, said the 
railroad's failure to start the 
crossing project voluntarily at 
road commission request is now 
holding up widening of Napier 
from Fairplain Plaza to 1-94 in 
Benton township. 


Webb said the crossing of the 


Penn Central tracks and Napier 
just west of Crystal Springs 
cemetery is the last hurdle 
before construction bids can be 
sought for the $1.3 million road 
job. The road commission 


proposes to widen Napier from 
its present two lanes to five 
lanes over the otic and a half 
mile stretch. 


A curve in the road at the 


point where Napier crosses the 
railroad line is to be "eased"; 
necessitating the rebuilding of 
the crossing and its signal sys- 
tem. The railroad grade level 
will not be altered. 


According to Webb, 
the 


railroad has failed to agree 
voluntarily-to proceed with a 
new crossing and that the road 
commission then asked the state 
public service commission to 
start procedures aimed at or- 


dering the work. The county will 
pay for the new crossing as part 
of the road job/but the law 
provides the railroad will do (he 
work. 


The commission earlier had 


indicated it wanted to begin the 
Napier widening ,by July 1 of 
this year, with completion about 
a year hence.

With this to go on, what pos- 


sible guidelines should you 
follow? Here's a rule of thumb: 


Keep your old tax returns and 


supporting documents for 10 
years. In short, now that 
youshavc filed your return for 
the 1974 year, you can throw 
away your tax papers for IDW 
am) earlier years. 


But why, since your return is 


open to review by the Internal 
Revenue Service for only three 
years, should you keep your 
records for 10 years? 


Because, as Prentice-Hall 


explains, while the IltS has 
three years — until April 15, 
1978 - to audit your 1974 return 
and assess you for extra lax, it 
can examine your return after 
the three years have elapsed. 


For instance, if — for some 


reason, such as an honest 
misreading of the tax law — you 
report less than 75 per cent of 
your gross income, you can be 
reviewed for six years after 
your filing due date. Or if the 
fRS alleges fraud, there's no 
time limit at all — and you may 
be assessed for additional tax, 
plus interest and penalties, at 
any time. 


There also are other major 


reasons for keeping your tax 
records longer than three years. 


(I) Income averaging. For 


this major tax saver, your old 
tax returns arc essential. To 
check whether you will qualify 
for the income averaging break 
in '75, you need copies of your 
1971-1974 returns. To qualify for 
'75, your taxable income for this 
year must exceed 30 per cent of . 
your total taxable income for 
the four preceding years by 
more than $3,000. Vitally im- 
portant, virtually all income — 
including Ihc taxable half of 
long-term capital gain, bonuses, 
profit-sharing payouts, and in- 
come from gifts and inheri- 
tances - can qualify. What you 
do about shifting income in the 
remaining months of the year 
well may break. 


(2) Property records. IMd 


penscs — that cut your taxable 
profit. You must be able to 
document 
these 
additional 


costs. As an illustration, home 
improvement costs cut the tax 
on the sale of your house. But 
you must have receipted bills, 
canceled 
checks, 
other 


documents to prove the costs. 


You will get maximum theft 


and casualty deductions. If your 
jewelry is stolen, your boat 
wrecked in a storm, etc., you 
can deduct your uninsured loss 
in excess of $100. But you have 
to prove ownership and the 
amount of loss. This means 
having records — sales slips, 
canceled checks, appraisals. 


You will get lop depreciation 


deductions. 
If 
you 
take 


depreciation deductions for part 
of your house for the office work 
you do at home, you need 
records to back 
up your 


depreciation. 


Now is the time to get your 


records in order. If you have 
lost an old return or document 
that was ever filed with the IRS, 
write the IRS Service Center 
where you filed your return, 
identify the return or support- 
ing document you want copied, 
include evidence that you are 
the individual who filed the re- 
turn. There's a small copying 
charge.

MSU PRESIDENT ASKS INCREASED AGRICULTURAL FUNDING 


EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Michigan State University 


President Clifton Wharton Jr. urged Congress on Monday to 
increase funding for agricultural research and education to help 
nations experiencing food shortages. 


Wharton said the 1901 Foreign Assistance Act should be 


amended to accelerate agricultural research at U.S. universities 
and to train foreign students. 


He made the proposal in a speech before the House International 


Relations Committee and thu Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. 


Wharton says the proposal, written by Rep. Paul Findlcy, R-lll., 


and Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., "represents a new initia- 
tive, a new approach which will effectively involve the valuable 


food and nutrition 'research, institntisn-building and extension 
experience which exists at our American universities of the land- 
grant tradition." 


A recent University of Minnesota survey shows some 58 colleges 


of agriculture involved in international agricultural activities and 
that more than 5,200 foreign students arc enrolled at these 
colleges.
